ing held yesterday afternoon on Ihe 
schedule ol .assessments for the pav- 
ing on South Bluff street, from Oak- 
land avenue to Racine street. Two 
petitions wer<s filed with the officials, 
one calling for the city commission 
not to build any new street pavement 
on South Bluff street, and the othc-i 
requiting the construction of con- 
crete paving In place ot asphalt ma- 
cadam, which has been ordered. 
Five men appeared before the boara 
in the hearing, several favoring con- 
crete or creosoted wood block pave- 
ment and the other to voice objec- 
tions to any pavement. Dr 
R. L. 
Brown declared to the board that the 
block between Oakland avenue and 
Racine street was in an excellent con- 
dition and under no conditions need- 
ed an asphalt macadam pavement. It 
was declared that a light repan- ex- 
pense for rubble and 
oiling 
would 
place the street in a lasting condition 
for a number of years, preventing 
the high cost of pavement expense on 
the property owners. 
It even went 
so far that an Injunction was threat- 
ened if a pick was laid to tear up the 
street for pavinsr. On the other hand. 
Dr. Brown spcke that if the city oom- 
mission was decided to Dave the South 
Bluff street block, the best pavement 
should be
